COAL GOES UNDER U. S. 


CONTROL IN 48 HOURS 


Emergency Commission to Function 


Without Delay-Will Handle Dis- 


) tribution and Combat Profiteering. 


Washington, July 25.—The government's emergency coal 


control program will begin to function within forty-eight hours. 


In making this announcement today, Secretary Hoover said 


ratification of the emergency plan for distribution and restric- 
tion of unfair prices by the operators' association was expected 
within the time mentioned, but if co-operation was withheld in 
any district the government would proceed to appoint the neces- 
sary local committees. 


APPLIES 
TO ALL, 


The emergency coal control plan, 


Mr. Hooker 
stated, 
is intended to 


apply to all coal produced, whether 
in the non union or union fields, and 
it was indicated that service orders 
by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion providing for priorities in the 
allocation of coal cars may be ex- 
pected almost immediately. 


EXHAUSTED MEAXS 


As regards the coal strike itself 


Mr. Hoover declared the government 
had exhausted every means toward 
a settlement, that 
It nad offered 


arbitration which had been rejected 
and the matter to be taken care ot 
now was the distribution of coal as 
produced. 


The commerce secretary indicated 


the intention of the go\ enment to 
pre\ent advancing coal prices, and 
declarea that under the emergency 
program no freight cars would be 
allocated to those who tried ' to rob 
the public." Sharp advances in prices 
have been reported to the commerce 
department from some localities, he 
said, reaching as high 
as $13 50 a 


ton In western Kentucky. 


SELECT PERSONNEL/ 


Selection of the personnel of the

of the emergency plan was expected 
to be discussed with President Hard- 
ing today by Secretary Hoover and 
announcements of its makeup to be 
made shortly 


Mr Hoover declared that no legis- 


lation was necessary to institute the 
plan, but intimated that should its 
operation be required for any con- 
si ierable length of time, legislation 
might 
be necessary to defray 
the 


expenses of the organization. 


COMMISSION PROPOSED. 


Washington, July 25 —Creation of a 


federal coal commission of 
three 


members appointed by the president 
to investigate the coal industry and 
recommend legislation 
to 
congress 


was proposed in a resolution intro- 
duced today by Chairman Borah of 
the senate labor committee 


Recommendations will be required 


from the commission "on the advis- 
ability or necessity of nationalizing 
the coal industry," and "the feasi-

the statement of H. B. Trumbower 
of the Wisconsin Railroad commission

strike lasted an 


additional two weeks rail transporta- 
tion in that state would be at a 
standstill. 


Official Washington has maintain- 


ed silence on the rail situation, but 
It was confidently expressed that 
President Harding- would begin ac- 
tion to end the shopmen's strike dur- 
ing the week. In some quarters It 
was believed that the next move 
might come through the railroad la- 
bor board.

BOARD HAS POWER. 


It was pointed out that the board 


has power to grant full recognition 
to the new shopmen's unions which 
forty eastern roads, under the lead- 
ership of L F. Loree, eastern region- 
al chairman association of railway 
executives, contemplate forming. 


Hopes for immediate peace were 


centered in the meeting of officials 
of the Baltimore and Ohio road with 
representatives of the strikers. Suc- 
cess in settling differences on that 
road probably would mean that other 
roads would adopt a similar course. 


NO FURTHER SPREAD. 


Further spread of the walkout was 


considered unlikely since 
the an- 


nouncement that the 10,000 member! 
of the station agents union would 
remain at work, made by W. J. Noone, 
head of the union, after a conference 
with W. L. McMemmen, labor mem- 
ber of the rail board. However, mem-

Is the present primary system fo 


keep the man of moderate mean^* the 
man representing that great body o£ 
•American sentiment -nhieh may be 
termed the stabilizer of the Ameri- 
can commonwealth, the man of aver- 
age or small •wealth, out of politics? 


The 
recent 
financial 
statement 


mads by Gifford Pmchot, following 
h,s successful ra:e in the Pennsjl 
vania primary, to the effect that he 
had spent about 5125,000 came as a 
shock to the voter; of the country. 


The Newberry case is still fresh in 


mind and the Question has come to 
ths front as to whether or not the 
present system is tending to elimin- 
ate the man with little money from 
American politics. 


Must a man have a fortune, which 


ha is willing to spend, in order to 
become an elected office holder m 
ths United States? 


If that is true is it a desirable 


trend to lave in American public 
life? 


Is the old convention system with 


its acknowledged evils and its tend- 
ency to fall under the power of small 
groups, its tendency to perpetuate 
cliques, bosses and organizations in 


power, better than the present sys- 
tem? 


These questions are being studied 


and answered In a variety of ways 
but there seems to be the belief that 
the primary, with all ol its faults 
and complications, is better than the 
old party convention plan whereby 
the "organization" of thosa already 
in potter had a marked tendency to 
control the selection of candidate^ 


T'ae direct primary, on the other 


hand, puts the selection of 'candi- 
dates directly in the hands of the 
voters. 


The mistakes, if they are made, 


say the supporters of this Plan, arc 
the mistakes 
of the 
voters ^them- 


selves. 


On the other hand, the need of 


practically two campaigns with the 
attendant expense and use of time in- 
volved in the direct primary is caus 
ing much criticism 
The man suc- 


cessful at the primary after a cam- 
paign which is not much less strenu- 
ous than the campaign for election, 
still has the actual race to run. 


A combination of the old conven- 


tion 
system 
whereby 
candidates 


might be suggested for nomination 
and then the direct primary used for 
their selection has been suggested 
as a way out 


Under the convention system the 


approval of the machine, the bosses, 
the organization or whatever it was 
called, was accepted by the partisan 
voter as his guide 
Under the direct 


primary the 
voter 
himself 
must 


make his merits known to the voter, 
no small task when the candidate is 
seeking the nomination for a state, 
district or county office 


Those big figures on campaign 


costs are causing thoughtful Ameri- 
cans to study the present primary 
law. They do not want this govern- 
ment to be composed solely of men

Bonus Fate May Hang On 
Payment of England's Debt 


Measure Might Go Through If Enough Money To 


Pay The Bill Comes—Otherwise Veto Awaits 


Passage of Act. 


By Mark Sullivan. 


Washington, D C. July 26 — The 


soldiers' bonus is not really In any 
position different from where it has 
been at any time in the

months. With the exception o,£

distant possibility, nothing is to be

in the past. 


There is not an> reason to suppose 


that PresHent Harding- has changed 
the position which he took In 
his

February—namely, that no bonus bill 
should be passed unless It contained

specific 


means of raising the necessary reve- 
nue, and thit the only expedient the 
President could 
see to raise 
the 


money In addition to existing forms 
o[ taxation for the other expenses 
of the government was the sales tax 


NO CHANGE IN POSITION. 
4 


Since there never has been, and Is 


not now any liklihood 
of Congress 


passing the salea tax, it follows that 
there Is nothing in Bight to 
Infer 


any change, of 
position 
by 
the 


President. 


The only possible Inference fiom 


all this is that, if the Senate Insists 
on passing the soldiers' bonus bill 
in the form In which it now exists, 
the President will veto it. As to the 
Senate, it is on this subject, to an 
even greater degree than on 
most 


other 
subjects, 
conspicuously 
and

WILL PASS IT. 


There Isn't any doubt that if the 


bonus bill in Us present form 
Is 


broughl up in the Senate it will be 
passed by a large majority. OI those 
who would vote for it by no means 
all 1 elleve In it.

cause the conditions In their 
home 


districts make It more to their per- 
sonal Interest to vote for the bonus 
than to vote against It.

PASSAGE OVER VETO! 


It is because of the aggregate of 


Senators who have pot 
themselves 


Into positions like this that the Mil 
will certainly pass if it Is brought 
up In the Senate. There then arises 
thf question of what is to 
happen 


next. By far the best guess Is that 
President Harding would veto it. To 
do otherwise would put him in a very 
equivocal position. 


Most of the Senators fully expect 


he will veto it, but don't care much, 
because all they want Is an opport- 
unity to go on record in fulfillment 
of their pledges to their local com- 
munities. 
This aspect of the matter, how-ever 


has a bearing on the possibility

lower house the strength of the ad- 
vocates of the bill is enough to pro- 
vide the two-thirds vote necessary 
to overcome the veto. 


DOUBTFUL, HOWEVER. 


•• As to the senate, however, prob- 
ably the best Judgment, although Jar 
from an assured one, is that this 
body would not pass the bill over 
Harding's veto. 


The one new element in the sit- 


uation is the possibility in the near 
future of the 
payment 
by Great 


Britain to the United States of a part 
of Great Britain'* debt to this coun- 
try. 


WOULD GRASP IT. 


If Great Britain should actually 


pay us a considerable sum before the 
bonus bill comes up, for final action, 
or if it should have become clearly 
evident that Great Britain Is going 
to pay, the advocates' ot the bonus 
would immediately seize upon that. 


They would say that this money 


would provide enough lor at least 
first installment In paying the bonus 
and that subsequent receipts of cash 
from Great Britain, or from our oth- 
er European debtors, 
would 
take 


cars of future Installments on the 
bonus. Advocates of the bill would 
say that this unexpected appearance 
of new cash in the treasury would 
meet Mr. Harding's objection that 
the bill must not b* passed unlesi 
the cash to pay it is available. 


FEELING UNKNOWN.

Rochester, N. T. — Milk can be de- 


livered by radio! 


Howard E. Richardson, 15-year-old 
radio amateur, says so, and he can 
conduct experiment! to prove It. In 
tact, he claims be has already ac- 
complished thU remarkable feat 


Doubt and ridicule met young Rich- 


ardson'^ first announcement that he 
could transport milk by radio. But 
the boy repeated hl» insertion and, 
in the presence ol setm witnesses 
performed his experiment for the sec- 
ond time. 


At first, Richardson says he suc- 


ceeded in receiving 
a 
quantity of 


milk by radio from Brooklyn, 260 
miles away1 Then, at a "public dem- 
onstration,' he made 
another 
"de- 


llverj ' on a imaller scale. 


AH who saw Richardson perform 


this wonder say there- is no trick 
to it. In their presence he actually 
sent a quantity of milt over a dis- 
tance of 20 feet by radio. 


This is how Richardson explains 


the process: 


"The milk Is passed through a 


vacuum and the spark going through 
the lacuum unites the atoms of the 
milk with the electrons and is car- 
ried out in the form of an electric 
current. Thla applies to the sending 
of the milk. 


' The milk is received in the form 


of an ordinary message and In place 
of the phones I use a condenser. 
When the condenser Is filled to ca- 
pacity it discharges. 
Atoms dis- 


charge easier than the electrons, and 
therefore the atoms discharge and 
lorm the milk " 


A fantastic magazine article start- 


ed Bichardson on his milk experl- 
mert. The young amateur read an 
imaginative yarn centered about the 
de'ivery of milk by radio. 


Richardson saw the actual possi- 


bility in it and went to work. He

TESTS SHOWED GOOD QUALITY, 


The commissioner of streets said 


that tests had shown that the brick 
were of unusually good quality and 
this was later confirmed b? C. H. 
Andrew, city engineer, who said that 
In the tests already 
made of five 


bricks 
from 
each 
carload 
the 


abrasive 
loss 
usually 
ran 
only 


around eighteen and a half per cent, 
once going as high as 20.5 per cent. 


Tests Showing a loss as high as 


twenty-two per cent would meet the 
requirements as to quality. 


NONE REJECTED. 


The bricks are placed in a rattler 


with a number of large and small 
steel balls and they are revolved for 
an hour in 
the large 
steel drum, 


making eighteen 
hundred 
revolu- 


tions with the ten 
bricks and the 


steel 
balls 
battering 
around 
to- 


gether. If the 
amount of abrasion 


from the bricks amounts to twenty- 
two per cent 
the 
bricks are dis- 


carded and the car rejected. No cars 
have been found to be below the 
quality required. 


BEST LOT EVER HERE. 


"I believe this is the best lot of 


paving brick that have ever come to 
Decatur," said Mr. Andrew. "They 
are certainly the best I have ever 
se^en here." 
"Whether or not the shattering of 
the corners of the bricks Is suffi- 
cient; to cause their rejection except 
for those badly broken'is a question 
which will doubtless come up when 
the Inspection of the street is made 
as the work Is done.

City Engineer Says Best 


Ever Used Here. 


Chailes H. Pierce, who owns pro 


pert'y along the line of the Improve- 
ment, came co the office of the^ city 
commissioners Tuesday morning to 
make a vigorous protest against the 
use of the paving brick which are 
being received 
for the 
paving of 


North Broadway 
and other streets 


included in the project, 
SHOULD HAVE 
GOOD STREET. 


Mr. Pierce took 
the subject 
up 


with Alex Van Praag, commissioner 
of streets, and with other members 
of the council, complaining that the 
bricks had corners 
knocked off of 


them, "almost all of them", as he 
put it, and also saying that the work 
would cost the property owners con- 
siderable money for whidT they are 
entitled to a good street. 
TESTS SHOWED GOOD QUALITY. 


The commissioner of streets said 


that tests had shown that the brick 
were of unusually good quality and 
this was later confirmed by- C. R 
Andrew, city engineer, who said that 
In the tests already 
made of five 


bricks 
from 
each 
carload 
the 


abrasive 
loss 
usually 
ran 
only 


around eighteen and a half per cent 
once going as high as 20 5 per cent 


Tests showing a loss as high as 


twenty-two per cent would meet the 
requirements as to quality. 


NONE REJECTED. 


The bricks are placed in a rattler 


with a number of large and smal 
steel balls and they are revolved for 
an hour In the large 
steel drum 


making eighteen 
hundred revolu- 


tions with the ten 
bricks and thi 


steel 
balls battering 
around . to< 


gether. If the 
amount 
of abrasion 


from the bricks amounts to twenty, 
two per cent 
the 
bricks are dis 


carded and the car rejected. No can 
have been found to be below 
the 


quality required. 


BEST LOT EVER HERE 


"I believe this Is the best lot o 


paving brick that have ever come ti 
Decatur," said Mr. Andrew. 
"The; 


are certainly the best I have eve: 
se_en here." 
"whether or not the shattering" o 
the corners of the bricks Is suffl 
clent to cause their rejection excep 
for those badly broken'is a question 
which will doubtless come up when 
the inspection of the street is made 
as the work is done.
